Visit to mn Recalled— 
Flags Are Ordered at

Earl Haig visited this city in 
August of 1925 during his trip 
through the west following the 
convention of returned gold- 
iers’ organizations at Winni 
peg, in the course of which the 
(reat War Veterans and 
practically all other ex-service | 
men’s units were welded into 
the Canadian Legion of the 
British Empire Service League. 

Thte personality which made 
him beloved by all hia men in 


France, from humble Tommy in 
the rear rank to the field marshals 


by his side, endeared him to Td- 
montonians as a whole, In his vari- 
ous activities while in the city he 
was ever seeking for information 
about the welfare of the returned 
soldiers and his apparent interest 
in their doings, his broad, ingratia 
ting smile and the angle of his cap, 
pulled down over ono eye, made 
him one of the most popular visit- 
ors ever entertained in the city, 
Given Rousing Welcome 

At the G.W.V.A. Memorial Hall 
he was given a demonstration by 
returned troops that will be long 
remembered by all who were pre- 
sent. He weit, not as the Com- 
mander-in-Chief of the British 
Armies in the Field, but as a sol- 
dier who had fought with the boys 
and as a member of the British 
Eimpire Service League, He talked 
with the boys about the many 
places chey had been in France and 
was just one of them, 

On the green lawn below the 
legislative buildings, Earl Haig ad- 
dressed a mass meeting of return 
ed soldiers and citizens. He spoke 
particularly to the soldiers, telling 
them of the benefits to be obtained 
by the united effort of all their 
organizations rather than b 
several smaller units striving fo 
different ends. It was team work 
which had pulled the allied armies 
through to victory in France and 
the same team work and co-oper- 
ation would pull them through in 
times of peace
